Claim 110, line 4: Immediately following "mechanically", insert -and--. Also, immediately preceding 
"device", insert -heat-generating--. 
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Claim 1 10, line 6: Immediately following "measuring a", delete "temperature" and replace with -first 
temperature using the at least one sensor--. 

Claim 110, between lines 7 and 8: Insert a new line "pumping the thermally conductive fluid through the 
fluid loop;-- 

Claim 110, line 8: Delete "a fluid flow rate and an air flow rate" and replace with -the fluid flow rate and 
the air flow rate--. 

Claim 110, line 10: Immediately preceding "controller", delete "a" and replace with -the—. 
Claim 111, line 3: Immediately preceding "ambient", delete "an" and replace with -the--. 
Claim 111, line 4: Delete "controlling of and replace with -step of controlling--. 

3. NOTE: Claims 44 through 48 and 5 1 through 72 drawn to species non-elected without traverse 
have previously been cancelled via examiner's amendment.
